Bad Apples 


The image of Amateur Radio is being 
damaged by too many people who violate 
federal laws - and, coincidentally, hold 
Amateur Radio operator licenses. 
Another recent incidence involves the 
operation of a "pirate" broadcast radio 
station in Annapolis by a person who 
holds an N3 Amateur call. He was fined 
$1,000. Now a Virginia Beach, Virginia, 
man with a WB4 call has been indicted on 
three counts of intentional interference in 
jamming a commercial broadcast. satellite. 
The fact that the violations had nothing 
to do with Amateur Radio is beside the 
point. The whole Amateur community 
suffers when publicity notes that the 
person holds an Amateur license. 


It is bad enough to find such asinine 
operations within our own Service. 
Recently we had a Baltimore ham fined 
$1,200 for malicious interference in the 
Amateur bands. Two more W6 operators 
have been fined $1,000 each for willful 
interference on the 40 meter band and 
another WB6 has been jailed (for the 
second time) for operating in the ham 
bands without a license. 


At least we have some indication that 
the FCC does have some teeth. Let’s help 
them in their effort to weed out these 
"bad apples" before they rot our whole 


barrel.

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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

"ARRL has submitted to FCC reply 
comments supporting preemption of local 
and state laws regulating the use of 
mobile radios by licensed Radio 
Amateurs." "The League contends that 
possession by licensed Amateurs of radio 
receivers that incidentally cover public 
safety frequencies should not be pro- 
hibited by local or state laws. "This, the 
League pointed out, is supported by the 
Associated Public-Safety Communications 
Officers (APCO), ’the nation’s oldest and 
largest public safety communications 
organization.’ The League requested that 
"the Commission determine that statutes 
or local ordinances which preclude the 
possession of radio equipment by licensed 
radio amateurs merely because such 
equipment is capable of reception of police 
or other public service communications, 
conflict with Federal communications law 
and policy, and are therefore void." 
(The ARRL Letter, 06/15/90). On May 23 
the governor of Michigan "...signed into 
law HR 4750 which makes it a mis- 
demeanor to equip a vehicle with a radio 


receiver capable of receiving signals on- 


police frequencies but it exempts amateur 
radio operators holding Technician or 
higher class license from the act. "The 
only other people exempted are peace 
officers ...or those who obtain a permit." 
(W5YI Report 06/15/90). "...possible FCC 


action regarding PRB-3 and scanner laws 


in general may take place sometime next 
year.” (Westlink Report, 06/08/90). 


"FCC has denied a request to establish 
an Amateur Radio ’license’ free of any 
examination . "The request for rule 
making, by Donald L. Stoner, W6TNS, 
was for a digital communicator class’ 
permit that would have allowed licensed 
amateurs to grant permission to up to 26 
non-licensed persons to be control opera- 
tors. "Proposed operations would have 
been on the 33 cm amateur band. "In its 
denial, dated May 22, the Commission 
cited federal law precluding operators who 
have not demonstrated ’their qualifica- 
tions’ to the Commission." 
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Provision for new test procedures for 
handicapped or disabled to allow volun- 
teer examiners more flexibility in adminis- 
tering exams was announced by FCC June 
15. "Given a physician’s statement attest- 
ing to the handicap or disability, examin- 
ers may be able to substitute a Morse 
sending test for one in receiving, to allow 
spoken instead of written copy, and to use 
a Morse code recognition exam.” More 
details on this will be forthcoming." 


FCC recently adopted an order imple- 
menting the license fees for most radio 
services other than amateur. "An 
unclearly drafted item in that order 
relating to duplicate licenses has been 
misinterpreted, leading many amateurs to 
believe that a 35-dollar fee is required for 
duplicate amateur licenses: "This is not 
true-FCC collects no fees for any amateur 
license transactions." 

(ARRL Letter, June 29,1990). 


" In recent reply comments filed at 
FCC, the ARRL sought to disassemble the 
facade surrounding the reallocation of 
220-222 MHz from amateur use to 
commercial and governmental two-way 
radio (Docket 87-14). "The League said its 
review of proposals for the band shows 
that the basis for the reallocation 
>. .apparently has been abandoned.” To 
achieve even higher than present (12.5 
kHz) spectrum efficiencies, FCC thought 
it necessary to shrink channel widths 
even smaller, such as to ACSSB’s 5 kHz 
width. ACSSB has not been much of a 
success because it is hard to mix FM and 
SSB operations in the current mobile 
bands. "So the FCC wanted 220-222 MHz 
to be a protected preserve for ‘narrow- 
band’ (ACSSB) Amplitude Compandered 
Single Side Band systems only, even 
though most new mobile radio technology 
is based on digital techniques with band- 
widths greater than 5kHz.

Government regulations now require safety belts be made of sewn nylon. .

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American Radio Relay League Report 
By John Swafford -- W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of information published in the ARRL 
LETTER and other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio 
Amateurs. Any League member may subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


NEW TEST PROCEDURES FOR 
DISABLED. People suffering certain 
disabilities will get a break on Morse code 
requirements, FCC announced June 15 at 
the sixth annual meeting of Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinators. The new proce- 
dures will allow volunteer examiners more 
flexibility in administering exams to handi- 
capped or disabled people. More details on 
this will be forthcoming. 


On other matters, the VEC Question 
Pool Committee, chaired by Ray Adams, 
N4BAQ, recommended continuation of all 
current questions, pending outcome of 
' proposals to change the licensing structure 
(namely, the FCC’s Communicator Class 
proposal). . 


FCC personnel listened to comments on 
the proposed Communicator Class license 
from the Communicator Recommendations 


Committee, as well as a summary of the - 


League’s "Strawman" position (see July 
QST, p 54). 


The CRC also recommended that the 
6- and 2-meter bands be included as 
privileges for the Communicator since 
"main-streaming" these new amateurs is one 
of the many goals of the new proposed 
license class. Also recommended was that 
all Novice examining be brought under the 
auspices of the VEC program. 


Tom Ingram, K4OOV, of the Central 
Alabama VEC, was voted Chairman of the 
Conference for the next year. 


The meeting, held in Gettysburg, PA, was 
attended by 12 of the 18 VECs, seven FCC 
staff members, Harry Dannals, W2HD and 
Stuart Meyer, W2GHK (representing 
QCWA), two ARRL directors (W3ABC and 
N4MM), Evelyn Garrison, WS7A (of ICOM, 
representing manufacturers), and observers 
from the Military Affiliate Radio System 
(MARS). 
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NOVICE EXAM FOR SOUTH AFRICA 
TO INCLUDE CODE. South Africa soon 
will institute a Novice license, following 
closely on the heels of a similar new license 
in Great Britain. Details of the new 
Novice, or Class B, license, were published 
in the June 22 edition of the Government 
Gazette. 


Applicants must be at least 12 years of 
age, and will be required to pass a 5 wpm 
Morse code exam administered by the South 
African Radio League. After passing the 
CW test, candidates will take a written 
exam in operating procedure and 
"knowledge of the ITU phonetic alphabet." 


According to Hans van de Groenendaal, 
ZSG6AKV, president of AMSAT S.A., the 
SARL has been working behind the scenes 
for several years and “has based their 
proposal to the South African authorities 
on the proposed UK Novice license. 


"The introduction of the Novice license," 
says van de Groenendaal, "will stimulate 
the growth of Amateur Radio in South 
Africa and will serve as a model for other 
countries in Southern Africa. Industry sees 
the introduction as a move to involve more 
young people in communications and 
electronics." 


The new Novices, who will receive ZU1 
call signs, will be allowed 5 watts DC input 
(or 20 watts PEP output), and will be able 
to use phone, CW and data on 160 meters; 


CW and data on 80 and 15 meters; and CW, 
data, and phone on 10 meters and 70 cm. 


SARL is preparing to begin giving code 
tests, and the first technical examinations 
will be held in November.

TRANSCONTINENTAL RELAY AIDS 
YOUNG SOVIET AMATEUR. 

American amateurs from coast to coast, 
using HF as well as VHF FM and packet, 
have come to the aid of a critically injured 
Russian amateur. 


On May 25, a group of Soviet hams, from 
the UZ4FWO club station in Penza, were 
involved in an automobile accident enroute 
to a radiosport event. Oleg Kolosilin, 
RA4FB, was_ killed, Oleg Porugov, 
UA4FAY, was seriously injured. 


Porugov, 25, lies in a coma in a hospital 
near Ryazan, about 150 miles from Moscow. 
He suffers from pneumonia and one lung 
has collapsed. His condition prevents 
doctors from moving him to better facilities. 


Porugov’s attending physician, a Dr. 
Makarov, has stated "In small Soviet towns 
the doctors can be good, but medical 
supplies — even disposable syringes — are 
scarce." 


In daily contact with Makarov is an 
American neurosurgeon, Dr Joseph Izzo of 
Foster City, California, Izzo responds to 
Telex and E-mail messages from Makarov, 
answering questions by Amateur Radio. 
The responses, carried on a daily schedule, 
are between the stations of Len Traubman, 
' W6HJK, a dentist in San Mateo, and 
UZ4FWO, in Soviet Russia. Help with 
relaying and translation has been provided 
by Ed Kritsky, NT2X, and Angel Garcia, 
WA2VUY. 


Kritsky, who came to the United States 
from Leningrad in 1978, took a telephone 
call shortly after the accident from another 
American amateur. "UZ4FWO needs to talk 
to you, Ed. They need medical 
consultation.” 


Kritsky asked Igor, the UZ4FWO 
operator, if he had any American ham 
acquaintances in the medical profession. 
Igor suggested Traubman and Dr. Lawrence 
M. Probes, ND8S, who also has acted as a 
relay station. Meanwhile, Kritsky also had 
contacted a local physician, Dr. Anatoly 
Barkan of Brooklyn, another Soviet emigre. 
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Igor passed the condition of the patient 
to Kritsky via Amateur Radio, and Kritsky 
sent it by facsimile to Traubman and Dr. 
Izzo (who although not a ham, paid for the 
initial shipment of drugs). 


In addition to medical advice, several - 
hundred dollars worth of supplies for 
Porugov, including powerful antibiotics and 
special tracheal tubing, have been arranged 
for and shipped from the United States. 
Charles L. Starke, NX2T, a medical 
internist, arranged for the tubing, which 
was shuttled to JFK airport by Alan Singer 
N2KW. 


Singer located Starke using the Tri-State 
DX Packet-Cluster Network. 


Thanks to Amateur Radio, Soviet 
amateurs have been able to receive word 
that the shipments are enroute, allowing 
them to get to the Moscow airport in time 
to arrange for expeditious treatment by 
customs authorities. One of the UZ4FWO 
operators has been standing by in Moscow 
to receive the shipments. 


Kritsky observed that initially the chief 
of medicine in Ryazan was skeptical of 
these arrangements, of taking advice from 
outsiders. "But once he heard the tone of 
voice of those talking on 20 meters," 
Kritsky said, "he knew we were there to 
help. He knew we cared." 


"We are just a few American hams ae 
what we can," said WA2VUY. "If Igor were 
not a ham, none of this probably could have 
happened,” he said. 


On Monday, June 11, 17 days after the ~ 
accident, Oleg Porugov, UA4FAY, opened 
his eyes for the first time, and moved his 
hand. 


MORE HAMS IN SPACE. Three more 
astronauts soon will have Amateur Radio 
call signs, Joining Ken Cameron, KB5AWP, 
aboard STS-37 (a SAREX mission) in ~ 
November. Flight commander Steve Nagel 
and mission specialists Linda Godwin and 
Jay Apt all have recently passed Technician 
class exams. Godwin and Nagel took their 
exams in- Dallas at HamCom on June 9, 
where Cameron upgraded to General class. 
Nagel passed his test in May.

The fifth STS-37 crew member, Jerry 
Ross, has yet to take the plunge, but he 
"has some books on his desk," according to 
Cameron. 


Space Shuttle STS-35, also a SAREX 
flight by astronaut Ron Parise, WA4SIR, 
was postponed again May 29 and has been 
returned to its hangar for major repairs. 
Since another Shuttle, carrying a military 
payload, is scheduled for launch soon, 
STS 35 has been pushed back to at least 
August. 


KANSAS CITY HOSTS 

NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

More than 5000 radio amateurs attended 
the 1990 ARRL National Convention June 
9 and 10 in Kansas City, MO. The conven- 
tion, sponsored by the PhD Amateur Radio 
Association, featured forums on many areas 
of interest to amateurs, as well as a very 
strong turnout by manufacturers and retail- 
ers of Amateur Radio gear. 


Banquet speaker Dave Bell, W6AQ, enter- 
tained some 350 guests with his presenta- 
tion "The King and I," recounting how King 
Hussein, JY1, of Jordan, came to appear in 


the 1979 ARRL film "The World of Amateur 


Radio." 


In addition to the Westlink Young Ham 
of the Year award given to Mary Alestra, 
KB2IGG (and reported earlier), Advanced 
Electronics Applications made its fifth 
Amateur Ambassador Award to James Heil, 
KB5AWM. The 22-year-old Heil, of 
Houston, was instrumental in creating the 
Clear Lake Amateur Radio Club, a general 
interest club with a special mission to 
recruit and train new Amateurs. 


Also in attendance was Ralph Haller, 
chief of FCC’s Private Radio Bureau, who 
hosted an informal question-and-answer 
session attended by more than a dozen 
League Directors and other officials. 


FIELD DAY. Conditions were — to put it 
gently - rotten. But they tested our mettle 
as communicators, and that’s what ARRL 
Field Day is all about. 


Novices in particular, lulled by superb 10 
meter conditions the past couple of years 
may have been shocked by the white noise 
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on that band over the June 23-24 weekend. 
They were treated to a taste of what’s to 
come when the sun quiets down in another 
year or two. . 


Alternate modes of communication, 
particularly VHF packet and satellites, were 
kept especially busy this FD. Messages 
appeared on various packet clusters from 
FD stations in the field, and activity on 
AMSAT as well as Soviet and Japanese 
satellites was healthier than ever. 


W1AW made a couple thousand FD 
contacts, in the process shaking down both 
new aerials and equipment at the visitors’ 
operating positions. Six operators used 
computers for logging at four operating 
positions, running prototype FD software 
developed by ARRL contest assistant Mark 
Burke, KA1MIS. 


NOVICE TICKET COMING 

TO GREAT BRITAIN. Great Britain will 
have new Novice class licensees sometime 
in 1991, according to Radio Communica- 
tion, the official journal of the Radio 
Society of Great Britain. The final draft of 
the Novice License was announced April 19. 


Recognizing "the value of amateur radio 
as a training ground for careers in elec- 
tronics and radio engineering," ministers of 
the Radiocommunications Agency approved, 
according to RadCom, the following guide- 
lines: \ 


A Novice Class B license, permitting 
operation on 50 and 430 MHz, as well as on 
1.3 and 10 GHz. Passing of a 5 wpm Morse 
test after one year as a Novice Class B 
licensee will allow the licensee privileges on 
1.8, 3.5, 10, 21, and 28 MHz, with 5 watts 
DC input. The 28 MHz privileges include 
radiotelephony in the 28.3 to 28.5 MHz 
segment. (In Great Britain both "full" and 
Novice licensees are designated either "A" 
(including CW) or "B" (codeless). 


It should be noted that after 25 years of 
a codeless "full" license (with full privileges 
above 30 MHz), Great Britain now prepares 
to institute a Novice license along the lines 
of the Novice license that has existed in the 
US for more than 30 years.

Training courses conducted by RSGB will 
be followed by a written exam for the 
Novice Class B license. June RadCom 
features an article on preparing to teach 
such classes. 


* On an unrelated matter of interest from 
England, the April 1990 issue of RadCom 
reports the results of a survey of 10 
“old-timers” (Over 50 years old). These CW 
operators were first asked to specify at 
what frequency they preferred to copy code, 
then were allowed to actually copy CW. 
The frequency of the tone they chose was 
measured, and averaged about 500 Hertz. 
Manufacturers who design transceivers 
should note this. "The impact on AF filter 
design and BFO crystal selection," RadCom 
says, "is obvious." 


HQ HOSTS OPEN HOUSE. On June 3, 
ARRL HQ and WI1AW hosted several 
hundred visitors during the annual Open 
House. Coinciding each year with the 
Newington Amateur Radio League’s 
hamfest, the event this year featured tours 
of the newly renovated W1AW, where visit- 
ors were able to operate as well as use two 
computers (recently donated by the Tandy 
Corporation) in conjunction with various 
logging programs and databases. 


Lab supervisor Jon Bloom, KE3Z, dem- 
onstrated for visitors the League’s setup for 
measuring transmitter spectral purity, with 
a commercial 2-meter FM transceiver and a 
Hewlett Packard spectrum analyzer. 
Visitors also got a peek at a 20-meter trans- 
ceiver being designed by staff member Zack 
Lau, KH6CP, showing several stages of the 
development process. This rig is being 
designed for production and donation to 
amateur societies in third world countries. 


BRIEFS. FCC recently adopted an order 
implementing the license fees for most 
radio services other than amateur which 
_had been established by Congress in the 
Budget Reconciliation Act of 1989. An 
unclearly drafted item in that order relating 
to duplicate licenses has been misinter- 
preted, leading many amateurs to believe 
that a 35-dollar fee is required for duplicate 
amateur licenses. This is not true — FCC 
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collectsno fees for any amateur license 
transactions. 


* Congratulations to Leon A. Faber, 
W7EH, of Phoenix, and A.G. Wentzel, 
W2HX, of Trenton, NJ, both of whom 
recently marked seventy years as League 
members. 


* The new target launch date for Shuttle 
STS-35 (and SAREX) is August 12 at 0506 
UTC. 


* Amateurs needing Kenwood parts now 
can phone toll free 800-637-0388 to place 
orders at the Kenwood USA facilityin Long 
Beach, CA. 


* On June 11 the Shelby (TN) County 
Commission unanimously approved an 
amendment allowing Amateur Radiotowers 
up to a height of 65 ft., accordingto Atty. 
Albert C. Burnham, W4RIM. Previously, 
the Memphis City Council and the Land ~ 
Use Control Board had approved amend- 
ment. Completion of the process now has 
raised the allowable height from 35 to 65 
feet. 


* Nathan Gidron, general manager of 
Motorola Israel, has announced Motorola’s 
"adoption" of the Israel Amateur Radio 
Club. Operating for years without a home, 
the club began a fund drive a few years ago 
that fell short. Thus, Motorola will be 
allocating a room of 40 square meters for 
use as the officesof IARC, which is Israel’s 
national society. 


* Satellite enthusiasts and AMSAT 
members are advised that the former 
Amateur Satellite Report, now called 
OSCAR Satellite Report, no longer is 
included in AMSAT membership. As of 
April 1, OSR is receivedby subscription 
from R. Myers Communications, PO Box 
175, LitchfieldCT 06759 ($26 per year for 
24 issues). AMSAT has, according to 
Myers (who is W1XT), "providedencourage- 
ment and support" during the changeover. 
Myers has been editor of the publication 
since its inception in 1981.

LIABILITY CONCERNS & EMERGENCY RESPONSE 
by Pat Glick, N3EQJ 


Whenever there is an emergency and people respond with haste and urgency, there 
is always the likelihood that some mistakes will occur that have bad outcomes. 
Amateur radio is not immune to this possibility. It is important that amateurs take 
cautions to minimize undesirable results from their emergency actions. 


Normally, a person or group is liable for negative effects on another’s person or 
property if that person or group acts in a generally imprudent manner that results in 
injury to the other party or parties. If the imprudent manner is significant then actual 
negligence may occur. It is also possible to cause harm by simple oversight or omission 
of prudent action, without actually or deliberately being imprudent. Thus one may be 
negligent (more serious) or may commit an error of omission (less serious) that may 
cause harm to other parties as a result of one’s actions. 


In the context of amateur radio emergency communications, it is possible that an 
amateur operator may transmit an incorrect or inaccurate message that may result in 
injury to parties associated with the emergency situation. If the message was an 
imprudently sent with such disregard, then the amateur operator may individually, or 
along with the organization of which he/she is a member, be held liable for injury. An 
amateur operators may also mistakenly send a message or receive a message, and in the 
haste or confusion of the emergency situation, send or receive the message incorrectly. 
Such a simple mistake may also lead to injury, and the amateur operator or 
organization may be held liable. 


An additional concern with amateur radio emergency communications is the area of 
confidentiality and privacy of the communications being sent. Efforts should always be 
made to limit identification of persons mentioned in communications to the extent that 
is permitted by FCC rules and good operating practice. the severity of causality and 
damages from a disaster area should also be communicated with care and discretion.

For example, during a hospital emergency it might be better to use patient ID numbers 
and diagnostic codes than actual names and medical conditions. The maneuvers may 
actually improve the reliability and efficiency of communications efforts. 


Amateur operators and organizations can take several steps to lessen their liability 
concerns with emergency communications. First of all, it is better that amateur 
organizations rather than "free-lance" amateur operators perform during emergency 
situations. An organization will hopefully have a plan of action, the human resources, 
and the training and experience to do the job more effectively and reliably. A formal 
organization can also enter into "memorandums of agreement” with served agencies, 
thus establishing in advance a formalized affiliation to act in the event of an emergency. 
the memorandum of agreement can specify the responsibilities and obligations of the 
amateur organization and the served agency, and in itself will lessen liability risks. In 
this regard, it is especially important to note that amateur operators registered with 
and functioning for [a governmental entity] and considered emergency volunteers to — 
[that entity] are protected by the liability umbrella of [that organization]. It is an 
important task for amateur radio groups who choose to act in emergency service to 
clarify and define for themselves what liability protection exists for their activities. All 
amateur radio organizations must do the planning, training, and other activities 
necessary for a responsible action in the event of an emergency. 


The protection of confidentiality and privacy in communications can be achieved in a 
number of ways. The use of CW, RTTY, or packet radio may reduce the ease of access 
to the general listening public. While encryption of normal amateur communications is 
prohibited by FCC rules, the use of coded materials is not restricted in formal RACES 
communications. Thus operating under the RACES scenario may improve the security 
of emergency communications. 


Finally, good amateur radio operating practice cannot be overstated. Send and 
receive all messages with care and discretion, and always set authentication and 
verification of message traffic. All messages should be in writing and be signed by the 
originating party prior to their transmission, and a written copy of all sent and received 
messages should be retained throughout the emergency. As an alternative, audio tape 
recording or memory disk storage may be utilized.

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Will your Amateur Radio Equipment get Proper Disposition 
By Bill Mills - KC5PF . 


Over an individual’s life span as an Amateur Radio operator, we can devote many 
years collecting equipment appropriate to our hobby. Then when we become a Silent 
Key, our spouse or other loved ones are faced with the task of disposing of the 
equipment without any idea of its value or how to go about disposing of the gear. Pre- 
supposing that we enter the "ham" fraternity at an early age, we could devote three to 
four or more decades active in accumulating a large inventory of radio equipment, test 
equipment, documentation, and other related items. Over these years we often fail to 
record (or want to forget) the initial purchase cost and a realistic current resale value. 
In addition, our basements, garages and attics become storage havens for old tubes, 
parts, magazines and books related to the hobby. Some are old and outdated and should 
be relegated to the trash bin, but others may have retained their value or possibly be of 
use to a collector or restorer of old wireless gear. To avoid confusion and uncertainty in 
disposing of our "ham" radio estate, we should take the time now to plan the disposition 
of our many years of accumulation. 

1) Create and maintain an inventory of equipment and realistic, current resale values. 

2) Designate a knowledgeable "ham" (or club) who can assist the family with the 
disposition of the equipment. 

3) Provide written instructions if specific items of equipment are to be given to 
family members, friends, radio clubs, schools, etc. 


By devoting a little time to organization, we can be of immeasurable help to our 
heirs and can be confident our radio collection will be handled as we would wish. 

Several clubs in the Washington area, as well as the Foundation for Amateur Radio, 
offer a volunteer service in assisting families in the disposition of Amateur Radio 
estates. Give it some thought now.

DRAFT RULES FOR AN INFORMAL ASSOCIATION, THE "QSD-CW-LID CLUB" 
(ALSO: BAD TONE, QRI, QRH, QRM, CHIRP, WOODPECKER, PIRATE, ETC.) 
by V. Begunov, UW3HY 


I. The "QSD-CW-LID CLUB" is a prestigeous informal organization, attempting 
to satisfy the ambitions of the most fanatical shortwavers and arming this numerous 
but uncoordinated group of radio operators with a common ideology. 


Il. So far there are no ranks or marks of distinction in the "QSD-CW-LID 
CLUB" but future establishment is not excluded of the ranks "Club Activist," 
"Honorable Club Member," "Club Chairman," "Club President," etc. 


II. Being a supporter of ecology and of electromagnetic cleanliness of the 
airwaves, the "QSD-CW-LID CLUB" doesn’t conduct contests of its own. 


IV. Any shortwaver knowing, poorly knowing, or not knowing at all the Morse 
alphabet may become a member of the "QSD-CW-LID CLUB." The club accepts genuine 
boors in its ranks with the greatest pleasure. In specific cases it is sufficient to know 
only slightly the radio codes or not to observe shortwave etiquette. If desired, an 
applicant may become a secret member of the "QSD-CW-LID CLUB" by tuning (precisely 
if possible) on a DX frequency, interfering with and insulting his colleagues, or not 
giving his call. It’s excellent if a secret club member operates under someone else’s call 
or a thought-up call. In this case, he merits the prefix "UNLIS,” "PIRATE," and other 
colorful prefixes from the Soviet and international lexicon. The "QSD-CW-LID CLUB" 
also accepts shortwavers who have been kicked out of other clubs. Foreign radio 
amateurs may also be accepted as club members, but as an exception, since for the time 
being the "QSD-CW-LID CLUB" regards its basic task as being to increase the prestige 
of Soviet radio amateurs. 


V. Personal persistence is sufficient to become a club member. Patronage and 
influence are also acceptable. The club levies no dues -- neither entrance dues nor 
annual dues, neither in rubles nor in foreign currency. 


VI. To become a member of the "QSD-CW-LID CLUB," an applicant must go 
through a candidate stage [trial period] of from one month to several years. This 
candidate stage is necessary to confirm the seriousness of intent to join the club. In 
exceptional cases, if the applicant has been active enough or if there have been enough 
recommendations, the candidate stage may be shortened or eliminated entirely. 


VII. Calls and names of candidate members of the "QSL-CW-LID CLUB" are not 
given wide publicity. By contrast, the names and calls of veteran members of the club 
must be known to a wide circle of radio amateurs. The "QSD-CW-LID CLUB" will 
always be flattered by attention shown by the press, amateur radio magazines, 
newspapers, information bulletins, and so on, in the USSR and beyond its borders. 
WELCOME TO THE "QSD-LID-CW CLUB"!

"UNECONOMIC BEHAVIOR!" 
Letter to the editor from N. Pogrebnoy, UH8AAT. 


In the continuing process of modernizing communications equipment used by the 
military, old equipment is written off. Much of this equipment gets into an unusable 
state. Put more simply, it is turned into scrap metal. 


Just recently, I witnessed the barbaric destruction of ten R-103-M and three R-118 
radio sets that hadn’t been operated a single minute. The purpose of the destruction 
was to extract previous metal. This, as is known, must be turned in. That’s 
undertandable. But why is equipment worth thousands to tens of thousands of rubles 
ruined to extract precious metal worth tens of rubles?! 


I consider this not only uneconomic but simply criminal! The equipment that is 
destroyed could in large measure solve the problem of equipping DOSAAF 
organizations, collective radio stations, and construction sections. — 


Meantime, there exists radio poverty [radionishcheta] on the one hand and radio 
luxury [radioroskosh’] on the other. And agency [bureaucratic] barriers stand between 
them. This is not the way the state should approach the matter!

Forces of the USSR Armed Forces G. P. Gichkin]. 


The transfer or sale of radio sets, which have served their specified lifetimes and are _ 
subject to being written off, to radio clubs or individual radio amateurs possessing 
appropriate transmitting licenses, is permitted by an order of the USSR Minister of 
Defense. 


In addition, under the current conversion of military manufacturing facilities to 
civilian use, the USSR Ministry of Defense has been given the right to transfer or sell 
such equipment through GOSSNAB USSR (the state supply committee).

Ham of the Month 
Ronald A. Parise — WA4SIR 


Dr. Ronald A. Parise is best known as an astronaut who is scheduled to fly on the 
next launch of. the space shuttle Columbia. To Radio Amateurs he is known as 
WAASIR-an active ham for the past 28 years. 


Ron was nominated as Ham of the Month primarily for his efforts to interest young 
students in Amateur Radio and the space program. During his shuttle flight on 


“ Columbia, Ron will spend his precious spare time communicating with youth groups 


across the U.S. The on-board ham radio station, called the Shuttle Amateur Radio 
Experiment, or SAREX, will allow Ron to communicate with hams and student groups’ 
via 2 meter voice and packet radio. He says, "It’s important in that it gets kids on the 
ground involved with the space program." : 


Ron Parise consistently fosters a spirit of enthusiasm and goodwill to the Amateur 
Radio hobby. After becoming a ham at age 11, Ron quickly encouraged his father to 
join the ranks. The two now regularly hold scheduled QSOs on H.F.; discussing the 
family, radio, and Ron’s astronaut training activities. Ron is also an active member of 
AMSAT, is a member of the Board of Directors for the NASA/Goddard Amateur Radio 
Club, and is a member of the NASA/Marshall Amateur Radio Club as well as the 
NASA/Johnson Space Center Radio Club. He is active on H.F., VHF, Packet,OSCAR, 
and has used his Amateur Radio gear to perform radio astronomy, experiments. 
Through his efforts, the installation of the shuttle video reception and ATV 
retransmission of the space shuttle video at the Goddard ARC became a reality. Until 
his astronaut training schedule made it temporarily impossible, Ron also enjoyed 
‘participating in Amateur Radio demonstrations for various school groups. ie 


Dr. Parise is one of a small handful of scientists and engineers who helped develop 
the Ultraviolet Imaging Telescope; a key science instrument to be flown on Columbia as 
part of the $150 million ASTRO-1 spacelab payload. He is a senior scientist at the . 


Computer Sciences Corporation’s system science division in Calverton, Maryland and 
yi 


works as an on-site contractcr at the Goddard Space Flight Center. Once in space, Ron 


_ will join the ranks of several other astronauts involved in ham-in-space missions 


including Owen Garriott, W5LFL; Tony England, W@ORE; and John David Bartoe, 
WANYZ. :

‘” space program, Dr. Parise is playing an important part in guiding our youth into the 
- scientific fields. In the process he has brought a great deal of favorable publicity to

Mainly because of our mutual interest in 
Amateur Radio we developed a close 
friendship that lasted throughout the 
years. At that time I was 15 years old 
and a high school student. My instructor 
in electricity, Francis A. Gregory, who had 
been a ham in earlier years, got me 
interested in Amateur Radio and referred 
me to the ARRL Handbook as a source of 
study. Incidentally, his son is the 
Astronaut Colonel Frederick Gregory. 
Fortunately for me, I had two close 
neighbors who were a great help to me in 
getting started. One was Rufus P. Turner - 
K6AI,, who I understand was widely 
publicized by Ripley in "Believe It or Not" 
as the first to build a radio on the head of 
a pin! Some of you may recognize his 
name as the author of many technical 
articles in Radio News and _ like 
publications. He would tell me what. to 
study in the Handbook and I would lay in 
wait for him to come home from work so 
that he could quiz me. What a pest I must 
have been. My other neighbor was a kid 
about my age who was also just getting 
started but was a little ahead of me. He 
was Alvin "Pete" Kent who was a whiz at 
the code and had a natural aptitude for the 
technical. We practiced the code and spent 
a lot of time together. He was first 
licensed as W3DVQ a few months before 
Ches. and I. Pete’s call was later upgraded 
to W3TH. 


Back in the thirties there were less than a 
half-dozen black hams in this area and we 
were not welcomed into the white ham 
society. There were, however, some 
individual white hams who were very 
helpful to us when we took the initiative. 
On week-ends we would walk the street 
looking for Zep feeder, knock at the door 
and introduce ourselves with call letters. In 
some instances we were invited into their 
"shacks" and given encouragement. Ches. 
and I fondly remember a friendly salesman 
named Neidomanski who worked at the 
electronic components counter at General 
Electric on New York Avenue. He would 
spend a lot of time helping us select the 
right components for our projects, even 
though he knew that we had very little 
money to spend. As you might imagine, 
we, like most hams of that day, had to 
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build everything in our shacks using 
"breadboard," copper tubing, sheet 
aluminum, and basic electronic 
components. The equipment designs in the 
ARRL Handbook were used for guidance 
and usually strictly adhered to. i 


During the years 1941-1946, when Amateur 
transmissions were: prohibited, 
Chester was with the DC Fire Department — 
and I enlisted in the Army Air Corps as an 

Aviation Cadet. | 


When Amateur . Radio. privileges were — 
restored in 1946, Chester immediately — 
became active again, putting his station 
back on the air and _ participating in 
Amateur Radio clubs and training pro- 


grams. I had become a career officer in the 


AAF and because of many station transfers, 


my ham activities became rather spasmodic. — 


I did not get a station on the air until 
1949, while stationed at Wright-Patterson 
AFB, Ohio. Not until 1967, while assigned 
at the Pentagon, was I able to set up a 
permanent station with S-Line, tower, 
beam, and all the rest. 


My good friend Chester is one of the most 
dedicated and active Radio Amateurs I have 
ever known and his contributions to the 
service over the years have _ been 
significant. He has been the driving force 
within several local radio clubs committed 
to training and bringing young blacks into 
the ranks of Amateur Radio. For eighteen 


years, he served as secretary for the OMIK 


Electronic Association, a national black 
ham organization. He has served as 
secretary of the Capital City Amateur 
Radio Society for ten years and is, also 
currently, trustee of the CCARS repeater 
W3EIL/R. : 


Well, that, as you can see, is but a very 
brief thumb-nail sketch of some of our 
experiences in Amateur Radio over the past 
56 year. But, on the occasion of 
testimonial events like the presentation of 
Anniversary Awards by QCWA, it is most 
satisfying to reflect on our experiences in 
Amateur Radio and come to the full 
realization of how much the Amateur 
Radio service has contributed to a richer 
and more enjoyable life.

The VCR gives you a permanent record of 
your ATV contacts and makes a good 
source of demonstration material for 
meetings, hamfests, etc. In order to get the 
best quality video, however, you should 
record through the video and audio line 
inputs on your VCR and not through the 
RF inputs. Another piece of equipment

worth mentioning is the Rabbit Double 
Play unit which gives you the ability to 
transmit two pictures at the same time. 
You can, for instance, transmit pictures 
from a video tape and have a picture of 
yourself, either still or moving, transmitted 
at the same time. Finally, the last piece of 
equipment we want to mention here, is the 
special effects switcher. With this unit you 
can fade your pictures in and out as well as 
provide vertical and horizontal wipes. 
Whenever you acquire a new or used piece 
of equipment, it is a good idea to check all 
of your hook-up cables for continuity. We 
recently found that a brand new hook-up 
cable was bad, after trying for over a week 
to get a unit to work properly.
